Loan to Andhra Handloom Wemer^ Co-operative Society^ 
Vijayawada. 

*2o 3-A Q^. — Sri Pragada Kotaiah : — Will the Hon. the 
Minister for Planning and Public Health be pleased to state: 

(a) the date on which the loan of Rs. 20 lakhs was 
sanctioned to the Andhra Handloom Weavers Co-operative 
Society, Limited, Vijayawada, and how much of it was 
actually disbursed by 15th February 1954 to enable the said 
society to purchase the accumulated stocks of handloom 
cloth with the Primary Weavers’ Co-operatives; and 

(b) the conditions laid down by the Government as to 
the utmsation of the said losui ? 

The Hon. Sri D. Sanjivayya: — (a) The loan was sanc- 
tioned on 31-12-53. A sum of Rs. 5 lakhs was placed at 
the disposal of the Society on 1 1-2-54 and further instal- 
ments of the loan will be disbursed as and when required 
by the Society. 

(b) The conditions laid down by the Government for 
the utilisation of the said loan are the following: — 

(1) The loan shall bear interest at 5!% per annum. 

(2) The loan shall be repayable in one instalment 
together with the interest within one year from the date of 
sanction. 

(3) If any amoimts are received from the Cess Fund 
towards the working capital of the society with the approval 
of the All India Handloom Board, they shall be set off 
against this Government loan. 
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( 4 ) The scheme whl be worked under the conditions 
laid down by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies and 
under his supervision.

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(iii) If no return is submitted in respect of any 
quarter before the pi escribed date or if the return is 
submitted without a crossed-cheque or demand draft or 
crossed postal order for the full amount of the tax payable 
or if the return submitted appears to be incorrect dr incom- 
plete, the assessing authority shall, after making such enquiry 
as he considers necessary, and after giving the non-resident 
dealer, an opportunity as prescribed in rule 9 proving the 
correctness and completeness of his return, whereon has 
been submitted, determine the turnover to the best of his

and ^ally assess under a single order on the basis of the 
returns, the tax or taxes payable under the provisions of 
the Act for the preceding year : 

Provided that if no return or returns have been submit- 
ted by the non-resident dealer as required by sub-clause (i) or 
if any return or returns submitted by him appear to be 
incorrect or incomplete, the assessing authority shall, after 
m aking such enquiry as |he considers necessary and after 
giving the non-resident dealer an opportunity as prescribed
